Smith was bathing Pwhen attacked, and led 
the charge in his underclothes, routing the 
Indians, capturing 2,000 rounds of gov ern­ 
ment ammunition and nine ponies. 
A man just in from noar Nogro creek, 
four miles from bore, reports fighting there, 
and tbat one man and a child woro killod 
and one man wounded. 
Tho latter has ar­ 
riv ed in town.

In this country it must, iudeed, be tri ? 
that matches are made in heaven, for Mex i­ 
can y outh have few opportunities of per­ 
forming that pleasant business for them ­ 
selves. 
Here senoritas are never permitted 
to go to balls or theatres, to drive 
r prom­ 
enade, or even to sit at home in their own 
parlors with gentlemen who are not thoi 
nearest k in, without the vigilant super­ 
vision of mother, duena, or chaperone. 
It 
our more m atter-of-fact northern gentlemen 
were accorded none of the privileges Oi. so­ 
cial propinquinty , it is greatly to^ be feared 
that an alarming increase of old-maidism 
would ensue, and corresponding decrease of 
matrim onial statistics. 
But the old. old 
story , as new and charming to every mod­ 
ern lover as to the first pair in Eden, will be 
learned by southern y outh, despite all io- 
strietions. 
When a Mex ican gallant fix es his affections 
upon a girl, be has generally greater proba­ 
tion and tribulation to undergo before he 
can win her than the Bible lover had who 
served seven y ears. 
Of course, he ha^ no 
special acquaintance with her, and may not 
go boldly to the paternal casa to call upon 
her, so he meanders back and forth before 
her windows, day after day and night after 
night, until ho has succeeded in attracting 
her 
attention-—naturally 
attracting 
the 
attention of 
the 
whole 
neighborhood 
as well, if not that of the 
police, the 
family bulldog, and paterfam ilias’ pistol. If 
the damsel’s affections are not otherwise be­ 
stowed, y ou may be sure she is not slow to 
respond, for to her dreamy and monotonous 
ex istence romance comes as a boon from 
heaven. 
When she begins to smile but ever 
so coy ly upon him, he bolder grows, and 
tosses bouquets between her casement bars 
(when the old folk s are not look ing) with 
billets doux hidden in their hearts lik e “love 
among the roses.” This is called “mak ing 
tho bear,” why , I do not k now, ex cept that 
those restless quadrupeds are supposed to be 
constantly pacing to and fro. 
Sometimes it is kept up for years, the 
faithful Komeo being nightly found beneath 
his J uliet’s window. 
She, secure behind the 
cruel bars or aloft upou the balcony, leans 
forth in the moonlight, smiling sweet re­ 
sponses to bis serenades, or renders him rap­ 
turous by improvising a lover’s telegraph 
from a spool of thread, by means of which 
impassioned messages may travel betweon 
them, or bouquets and other gages d’ amour 
be hauled up. 
One couple of my acquaint­ 
ance have been doing this sort of thing for 
six long years.

hand. 
During these spooning days it is astonish­ 
ing how devoutly religious the lovers become, 
attending church constantly, and their pre­ 
cious health likewise demands a vast amount 
of exercise in the plasas, for these are about 
the only plaoes where by any possibility 
they may m eet 
It is the custom among 
these good Catholics to attend mass very 
early in the morning, in fact to go to church 
at all time s and all seasons, and the young 
people’s 
routes 
thereto invariable 
lie 
through 
the plazas. 
Day by day, from the 
first glimmer of dawning, young men may 
be seen loitering in these flowery trysting 
places 
awaiting the 
arrival 
of their 
Dulcineas. 
They glance and smile, but may 
not speak to one another, and silently each 
devoted 
swain follows the mai-an of his 
choico 
into the dim old sanctuary, where, I 
venture to assert, many a kneeling lover has 
worshipped a 
living saint rather than dead 
one-*. 
Even after a couple are duly engaged and 
the paternal blessing bestowed, which happy 
climax is brought about by a third party , 
who negotiates for tho lover with the y oung 
lady 's family , Ilomeo Is not permitted to 
see his Juliet for one moment alone. 
Ho 
may call at stated intervals, if the parents 
consent, and converse with his fiancee in the 
presence of her fam ily ; but, although tho 
formal betrothal is a legal ceremony , duly 
witnessed and recorded, and almost as bind­ 
ing as m arriage itself, not until the hy men­ 
eal k not is securely tied can he ex change 
one word with her in private, or join in her 
perambulations on the plaza, or attend her 
any where in public. 
Such trifling details 
us ascertaining her tastes and getting ac­ 
quainted with hor temper are reserved for 
c nnubial bliss. 
However unsuitable tho 
uni n may prove, there is no release but 
death under this Catholic regime, which 
m a k e s divorce impossible. 
Naturally do- 
m e s tie tragedies sometimes occur, but truth 
c om pe ls us to adm it that they are far more 
rare than in our own laud, where every o[>- 
p .rtuuity is afforded for intimate acquaint­ 
anceship t>ofore marriage. 
in many Mex ican cities it is customary to 
announce tho engagement by printed card-, 
similar to those used for weddings, funerals, 
and honras for the dea l. 
Among my nu­ 
merous collection hero is one in faultless 
S p a n is h , which say s that Sonor Don Mauro 
Nuiviso Scpuivoday 
Zarate and So jurita 
D 1 res lleiugio Villa-ona have contracted 
matrimony d. e., are betrothed), and iiavo 
the honor to offer themselves a su di.« pa» ieiou 
V —at th e reader’s disposal. 
In Mex ico, 
as in Spain and other southern countries, a 
lady rjtains her maiden cognomen after m ar­ 
riage, and though she attaches her husband’s 
to it. by means of a de, is still universally 
k nown by her own family name. 
Two separate and distinct cer?rn mies are 
required to satisfy the demand', of l^oth 
state and church. 
That of the latter is an 
ex ceedingly long and tedious rite, during 
the progress 
of which the contracting par­ 
ties are obliged to kneel many times, and 
while in that position a heavy rope of white 
» ilk , firmly tied In a true lover’s k not, is 
thrown 
over thsir shoulders, sy mboliziug 
hy meneal bondage 
I have never 
seen or 
beard of a bride belonging 
to 
the better 
cla**» in Mexico who was not married in 
white silk or satin, with tho traditional veil, 
orange blossoms, and all, and 
1 doubt 
whether one would consider herself lawfully 
wedded if otherwise attired, for there must 
be no deviation from established custom, 
even though the parties art poor in all tare 
good family.

Greet festivities frequently kept up fori 


day s, follow the m arriage ceremony , 
ine 
bride and groom leave the 
church 
in 
separate carriages, he hastening ahead to 
welcome his wife at the door of the home he 
has prepared for her. 
One can imagine the 
pleasure our Juliet finds in inspecting for 
the first time tho household arrangements 
which love has provided, though I fancy 
they may sometimes be rather incomplete 
when made by the average unsophisticated 
lover. 
But time will correct all short­ 
comings; though perchance the first connu­ 
bial break fast partak en under their own 
vino and fig tree may lack a teak ettle or 
some similar convenience in its preparation.

“I haven't been in Alask a since 187(5, ’ said 
former government employ e who was 
stationed in that country for several y ears, 
“but from all I can hear .the occupation of 
tho land by increasing numbers of white 
people has not had the effect of changing the 
customs of the country , in some portions of 
it a t least, t J any great ex tont. 
The Indi­ 
ans still believe in evil spirits that inhabit 
the water, hold their slaves secretly , prac­ 
tice poly gamy , and retain all their social 
and 
religious 
forms 
and 
ceremo­ 
nies. 
They 
have their sorcerers, 
repu­ 
diate 
all relationship on 
the 
father’s 
side, and live generally as they did under 
the rule of the Russian. 
There are mussels 
and species of fish in Alask an waters which 
have strong and sometimes fatal tox ic quali­ 
ties if eaten, which they frequently are. 
Sick ness alway s follows such indulgence, 
and it was no uncommon thing, when I 
lived in Alask a, to see an entire Kolosk vil- 
suffering from its effects. 
It is this tradi­ 
tion upon which the 
belief in evil spirits 
who live in the water and spread sick ness 
and disease among the people is founded. 
They profess to hold communication with 
these spirits through their sorcerers, 
but 
they offer them no 
sacrifices and use no 
means to propitiate them. 
“ Marriage among these Indians is a pe­ 
culiar institition; in fact, there is no mar­ 
riage—simply the taking of wives. 
When a 
young Indian wants a wife he goes to his 
mother and tells her so. 
If she gives her 
consent he goes to where the lady of his 
heart is cooped up in her father’s house, 
taking his next 
best friend with him. 
Through the latter he sends word to his in­ 
amorata that he is near and would wsd, 
If 
she has a leaning toward the suitor she re­ 
turns word to him by the friend that she is 
inclined to join her interests with his. 
He 
thou takes presents to her and her parents, 
and having delivered them enters a t once 
into the possession of his bride. 
There are 
no further ceremonies, except that a day 
later the couple must visit her relatives, and 
if she then has no complaint to make to 
them about her husband, they are given 
presents and the wedding Is over. This may 
ie repeated indefinitely, until an Indian 
may become as well-to-do in wives as 
Mormon elder. 
Polygamy was practiced 
even by the so-called Christian tribes when 
I lived in the territory, and their evolution 
must have been rapid, from what I remem­ 
ber of them, if they have abandoned the 
practice. 
“Dried salmon Is the luxury of the 
Alas­ 
k an Indians, and the children begin to nib­ 
ble it before they think of walk ing. 
The 
way they bring up children out there would 
hurdly suit in this region. 
The mother car­ 
ries her child about from the time it is born 
until it is able to creep, no m atter where sho 
goe-. 
Until that time she k eeps it wrapped 
in a sort of fur sack . The moment tho y oung 
one shows a disposition to crawl she y ank s 
tho l'ur off of it, and then begins the build­ 
ing up of its constitution. 
This is done by 
giving it a souse in the sea or river every 
morning, and the chorus of y ells that groots 
every village during this interesting cere­ 
mony is something terrific. 
The cries of the 
y oung ones are piteous, and, for fear that 
their m aternal breasts might not be proof 
against those apjwals for mercy , and thus 
lull to do tht ir duty by their offspring, the 
mothers do not perform tho bathing rite 
themselves, but delegate some brother or 
sister to do tho dousing. 
These conscien­ 
tious aunts and uncles vary tho switch with 
tho bath, in vain attem pts to mak e tho one 
overawe tho noisy results of tho other. 
“There i« one thing notieeabloamong thosi 
half civilized tribes,and is creditable withal. 
Their oi i di-abi -d members are carefully a t­ 
tend? I t >, and orphans become a common 
charge and fare tho same as tho most fav- 
c ro 1 cbil Iren wit h living parents. 
Tho-w» In­ 
dians are 
original 
eremutionists. 
Their 
den I are burned a« noon as death ensues; 
tli or ashes are interred on the spot, and a 
rule monument erected over them. 
1 hey 
have crude ideas of immortality , bedioviug 
that a man has a spirit that lives forever, 
but they k now nothing of future rewards or 
punishment*. 
Their heaven 
is a 
place 
wh-rc the spirits of birds congregate in one 
place—the common people by thom-elves, 
and -laves, if there are any , have still an­ 
other dwelling place, unlo'S a chief’s slave 
should die w au him, an i then his spirit will 
be in eternal attendance on his master. 
It 
1 was iormully the universal custom to k ill 
the slave when the master died to insure tho 
latter’* spirit proper attendance. 
That cus­ 
tom was abolished by the Russian govern­ 
ment, but it was still k ept up in isolated 
places, and cases where it has been followed 
were well k nown as late as 187(5. 
“ Some of the Indian tribes, notably the 
Kanaitze, traveling 
from place to placj 
hunting or fishing, have the very excellent 
habit of 
leaving behind 
them 
when they 
break carap a quantity of kindling material 
at each fire place for the use of the next 
travelers who come along, and who may 
possibly not bo oversupplied with this very 
Udccaiary item ia their outfit. 
Tbie kiudl ng 
consists of some pitch pine and tome dry 
mot* aud sticks all wrapped tip in a curl of 
birch bark. 
Tbe traveler who uses this nod 
does not leave some for the next one wbo 
comes along, is sadly deftoieot In 'tba sti* 
quette of Ainkmo travel"

[U ncle Bill" in Chicago Herald.J 
Isaac \V. England, tho publisher of The 
Sun, was a notable ex ample of what a poor 
bov may come to lie. 
From a barefooted 
printer’s devil he pushed himself into a fore­ 
most rank as a journalist, and he 
r e lin ­ 
quished labor with the pen to attend to tbe 
business of The Sun only because it was be­ 


c 
o 
m 
i n 
g evident that The Sun was to grow 
into a vast concern that needed tbe best 
k ind of brains 
in its counting-room. 
He 
was one of the most energetic men that ever 
trod New "York s streets. 
It was England who conceived tho unique 
idea 
of introducing 
tho 
sk y lark 
into 
America. 
While ft boy ho had stretched 
himself on his back in tho gross at his old 
home nenr Bath, England, and watched tho 
bird as it sang aud soared, and soared and 
sang, and tho song haunted him for y ears 
and y ears in after life. 
He often said that 
he had a notion to go to tho old country 
just to hear tho sk y lark once again. 
It 
flashed upon him that, may be, tho bird 
would sing in America. 
W ith all possible 
haste he sent to England for a dozen. 
They 
came, three of them dead, however, and 
after being put in good condition the nine 
survivors were released on Mr. England’# 
¡arm, at Ridgewood, N. J. 
W ithin two 
hours one of them took to soaring and siug- 
iug, and Mr. England in delight declared 
that he had already the worth of his money . 
The lirds did not got along right well in 
our ha* sh climate. 
A few broods have
